From the Portland J)aily Advertiser of Jan. 
30, we take the following late items of news, 
received. per Overiand mail : 

The San Francisco Herald of the iSih 
instant, says: — Yesterday evening about 
six o'clock, a fire was discovered in the 
two-story brick vvarehouso on the soulluvi'st 
corner of California ami Davis streets, owned 
by Moure and Fol;;er, and known as the 
"New Vork Warehouse." Tho buililing- 
which is a sub.slatial lire-proof struclure, 
was full of bacon, tallow, hide.-*, grocerie^f, 
case poods, and such other arlicle.-< as nre 
usually pla.;eil in .storagi', and a great part 
of which were of a highly coinbusiiole 
charac;tor. Although the enginoft weie 
promptly on the ground at the fir.st alarm, 
and the' firemen worked with their u.^ual 
indomitable energy and per.sevorence, the 
flames were not extinguished until about 
half-past nine o'cIock, by which time all the 
goods contained in tho building weie eilhcr 
consumed or irretrievably damaged, anti a 
portion of th« upper floor had fallen. It is 
impossible for u.h, while this is being writlon, 
to ascertain tho precise amount of liio loss 
incurri;d, or upon whom it will fall iiio.sf 
heavily, as the goods stored in nio ware- 
house belonged to perhaps twenty dilTeient 
partit;s ; but from ihe quantity and character 
of thn g«)(ls destroyed it could not hare 
been less than Sli)O,00O. The interior of 
llie building was very much damaged, al- 
though the walls seemed slightly if at all 
injured. By Ihe dauntless exertions of the 
fireinon, the (lames were kept froni spread- 
ing beyond the building in which they 
originated. The brick building adjoining 
tho one in which the lire was, and Hei)arated 
Irom it only by a parti-wall, is entirely un- 
injured. We havo heard that a portion or 
the whole of the losB is covered by insur' 
ance, but ata not certain that Huon is the 
fact. The origin of the firo is unknown, 
but some ineniboisof the Police Dcpartinont 
are omployeii in investigating il. The po- 
licemen on the ground arrested a man and 
two boys who wore detected in the act of 
carrying oil' plunder from tho burning build- 
ing.

Arrival of the Caledonia.

Lone Tree Island, the Hope did not connect 
with tho Otter last trip. She madu a trip 
sfiiliy to Yale, and has gone to Ihu- 
■risen River. , 

Trouble has been exparienoed by the 
sgoverment officials In collecting duties at 
' fiock Creek, and a call, will be (or.has beeii) 
fnade upon the .government for aid. It is 
' '-said that several pack-trains have arrived ul 
Hook Creek, which refused to pay duty and 
resisted all atteinpts of the collectors to in- 
diioo them to pay. WlietUer viulence wa.s 
esperienced, wc are uninformed. 
• •• A'painful rumor comos to us fr,im tho 
•Cariboo country via Siinilkameen. Tho re- 
port states that the Indians have broken' out 
in open rebellion.! at' the .Quesnesllo, and 
killed eighty miners. We place no faith 
dn the story. The following letter from Fort 
-Hope" contains tlie gist of the nows : 

Hui-K, Tob. 3d, 18G1, 

EoiToii Britis;ii Colonist: — Coininunioa- 
lion between this town and New Westmin- 
ster is again open— tho ico liiiving all disap- 
peared. Tho steamer IIupo ai-rivod liore 
last "Wednesday, and tho Xalo and Flving 
Dutchman on Friday, and left for Yale on 
•Saturday morning. Freight, $15 to Hope, 
-and $20 to Yale. 

The election for delegates t,> tlio iSew 
Westminster Convcnliou caaie oli here hi.st 
•week, and we send two — Dr. Ohisholni and 
J. iSpencer Thompson. 

Several parties have come in from tho 
Similkanicen this last week. They report 
severe weather on the other side of the 
mountain. Two men were badly frozen 
coining over. Thero was a subscription 
raised here, and one of them sent -to the 
hospital at Victoria ; . the other remains hert; 
yet. Seventeen Indians arrived here this 
evening; they were si.\ days in crossiMg, 
and came for provisions. Uinibur's F,.\pres.i 
left this rnorniny ; he thinks ho will rnako 
-the trip oVer and back in 10 days. 

Monday RIokning, Feb. 4, 18G1. 

Three men arrived here last evening, and 
repiirt that iliere is trouble at llopk Creek 
in regard to the colleciion of duties. The 
expressman received SSO to make an extrn 
trip to tho Sirnilkaineen with ilispaLches. I 
■ do not think they have arrived here yet. 

Tho flame men also report that nn Indian 
'Tiad arrived at the Similkameen via the 
Kameloops, who says that 80 whit-j nien 
have been murdered between Canal liiver 
and Cariboo by the Indians. There is con- 
•siderable talk- about it here, but no om 
places any truth in the rumor. 

Provisions are scarce in tho Similkainoen 
and very cold weather prevails. 

John Coe will have all his pipe.s laid 
■davra ia sis weeks from this lime, and tne 
.illhabilunts ol Hope will have a boni.tilul 
supply of water from the Coqiiehalla Uiver, 
which in case of fire will be invaluable.

The Kmpfjror of the French is continually 
developing now links in the chain of his 
policy, tha appearance of which seem to 
take the civilized world by surprise, and 
to cause his noighbora to open their eyes at 
hisboldnoss and wisdom; The tatest devel- 
opment is his decree establishing the free- 
dom of speech in the Legislative Chambers. 
Speaking of it, the London correspondent of 
the San Francisco Bulletin says : 

So long-sighted a mortal as tho Nephew 
of his Uncle could not but bo aware that the 
people of France would have speculations 
and hopes of their own In connection with 
his Italian campaign; and ho must have 
been prepared, even at the lime when lie 
first went to war for " an idea," lor some of 
the consequences that were certain to follow 
on tho success of his own anil the ludian 
arms in the cause uf Italian freedom. French 
blood and treasure were not to be poured out 
like water in the endeavors to achieve free 
government for a neighboring people, without 
some hope that free instiluliona would also 
be bestowed upon themselves. Napoleon 
I IS alwajs feeling the pulse of France, and 
ii warned now, hy symptoms which he dare 
not possibly disregard, that tho period has 
arrived \^hen some relaxation ol the strict 
regiuie he has hitherto imposed must bo 
adopted. Ho has entered u:)ou an e.xpcri- 
raont in the way of reform which must be 
watched with curiosity and interest by the 
rest of tho world, but in which it would be 
lash to promise full success, unless his 
plans undergo very great niodilications. So 
far as his scheme for liberalizing his gov- 
ernment has yet been developed, it may be 
described as an attempt to blend despotism 
and parliamentary government together— an 
attempt about as liujieless, one would think, 
as the edort to mingle oil and water. The 
decrees, as given it: the iMoniteur, will show 
how small appears tho measure of coiices- 
si>jn in Araorioan or British eyes.
